The Bad Biver Baft. 

From statements that hare been made in sev- 
eral journals tn various parts of the country, the 
idea is generally entertained that theGorernment 
has abandoned the improvement of the Red riv- 
er as an impracticable scheme. This is not the 
case. It is true, however, that the Bureau of To- 
pographical Engineers, tinder the recommenda- 
tion ot Col. Fuller, the engineer in charge of the 
work, substituted the plau of opening the high 
water chaunel through Lake Sodas and the bay- 
ous lying east of the raft, and thus affecting a 
permanent improvement of the river, for the al- 
most impossible undertaking of removing the 
raft itself. 

Under this plan the work was commenced and 
successfully carried on towards completion:, hut 
the amount appropriated by Congress being en- 
tirely insufficient for the purpose, further opera 
tious were necessarily suspended at the close of 
the season. At the last session of Congress a 
strong effort was made to obtain further means 
for carving out the plans of the Topographical 
Bureau, but owing to the condition of the treasu 
ry at that time, the effort was unsuccessful. 

There is probably no work of river improve- 
ment which has heretofore received the attention 
of the government more worthy of its considers 
tion than the one above referred to. It is not of a 
purely local character, and we think its further 
prosecution will not be opposed by the conscien 
tious scruples of those who maintain that all in- 
ternal improvements by the general Government 
are unconstitutional and not to be made. 

The Red river is, and must be fora longtime 
to come, from the want of railroads, and passable 
earth roads in that section of the country, an im- 
portant military line of communication between 
the Mississippi river and the posts in northern 
Texas and New Mexico. The cost of opening the 
new channel of the river, which will obviate the 
necessity of transhipment, around the raft, of 
troops, military stores, etc., would be hut a small 
item in comparison to the inconvenience, delay 
and enormous expense entailed upon the Quarter 
Master’s department of the army by the present 
obstruction to the navigation of that river. 

We hope with the revival of business through- 
out the country, and the flattering prospects of a 
constantly increasing treasury, a new appropria- 
tion will be made as early as possible aftei the re- 
assembling of Congress, and that the means 
already expended will not be thrown away for want 
of the very small necessary sum to complete this 
important work, which, we understand, can be 
readily accomplished in oue year, after the neces- 
sary amount shall have been provided by the gov- 
ernment. 

The Black Republican Party. 

\\ bile the editor of the Louisville Journal was 
advising the Americans of the South to go with 
him, and fight the Democracy under the Black 
Republican banner, lie ought to have shown his 
readers the following picture of their new allies. 
The picture is front the Springfield fMass.) Re- 
publican, and was, consequently, drawn by one 
who knew what he was about. Let the Americans 
of the South read it, and then decide whether or 
not they are willing to go into the ranks of such 
an organization at the dictation of the editor of 
the Journal: 

The fact is, the Republican party isn't a party 
vet, and still worse, isn’t likely to be at present. 
M hut it needs more than anything else, is a defi- 
nition of itself, a discipline, a boundary, a hahita 
tion, doors to let Ihe people in, walls to keep 
thew ia, a recognised head of Ihe house to 
look up to as a “provider.” It has none of 
these things now, but inhabits a sort of ten- 
acre lot, half the bars of which are down 
three-quarters of the time. You admit one squad, 
atid another squad escapes at the same moment. 
Itverv man fights his own hand, like the High- 
land Chieftain. “It is anti -nigger” in rit. Louis, 
to save Mr. Blair; protectionism in Pennsylvania, 
to accommodate Henry t'. Carev and save two or 
three Congressmen; old-fashioned Whiggery in 
Ohio, so that Tom. Corwin inav make himself at 
home; Filliuoreism in Kentucky and Maryland, 
that Humprey Marshall and Henry Winter Davis 
may be re-elected; truck and dicker in our State 
Committee, so that Burlingame may not be beat, 
and so on. A Gardnerite or a “straight Repub- 
lican'’ of 1857, or a Fillmoreite of ls56, is just as 
good a Republican as anybody. There is no risk 
in deserting, for the deserters are not shot as 
they ure in the Democratic and every other well- 
regulated party. 

[From the Washington Union of the 7th.] 

When David Wilmot first promulgated the doc- 
trine of his proviso, he was an ardent Democrat, 
in full fellowship with the national organization, 
enjoying in unusual degree the confidence and re- 
spect of the Democracy. When he promulgated 
the new doctrine it immediately became a ques- 
tion with his Democratic constituency, whether 
they should invite probable defeat bv bringing 
out a sound Democrat, or whether it was not bet- 
ter to support him, sound on every Democratic 
principle but this, rather than allow an Abolitiou- 
ist to be elected, unsound uot only on this but on 
all other questions. The alternative with the 
true national Democracy was between the policy 
of supporting Wilmot, “at least a better Democrat 
than any Abolitionist:” and bringing ont a true 
Democrat souud on all points, including the pro- 
viso, with the probability of defeat. Au honest 
division of opinion arose, of course, among the 
most honest men of the party. Many went off' 
with Wilmot, espousing Ins proviso; many went 
off’ with him notwithstanding his proviso; and it 
was the defection of these last that broke down 
the organization for so long a time in his district. 
The plea that Wilmot was “at least a letter Dem- 
ocrat than any Abolitionist,'' was the one which 
ruined the Democratic cause in his district. — 
David Wilmot, the quondam Democrat, did more 
to disorganize and paralvze the Democracy of 
Pennsylvania than all the Whigs and Abolitionists 
of the State combined. Has the result of his de- 
fection been agreeable to the South? 

There was a similar question in the legislature 
of Massachusetts when Charles Sumner was elect- 
ed to the Senate of the United States. Sumner 
was a Democrat of ability, intelligence, and very 
sound views on every political question but that 
of slavery. It was feasible for the Democratic 
party to elect him by a combination with a few 
moderate men of other parties. By voting for a 
sound Democrat they hazarded the election of a 
confirmed abolitionist Whig. They voted for 
Sumner on the plea that he was “at least a better 
Democrat than an Abolitionist '' Has the result in 
his case been palatable to the South ? 

The case of Salmon P. Chase, in Ohio is another 
one precisely similarjto that of Sumner. Chase was 
an able man and a Democrat, but Chase was also 
a Freeesoiler. lie w as voted for by the opposi- 
tion because of bis Freesoilism, and by a portion 
of the Democracy, notwithstanding his Freesoil- 
ism, on the score that he was “at least a better 
Democrat than a Whig Abolitionist.” Have the 
Democracy realized any benefit from his Democ- 
racy ? Have they not reaped the whole injury of 
Lis Freesoilism? 

The same was the case in the election of Pres- 
ton King, of New York, ot Trumbull, of Illinois, 
and from a dozen other men from the Northern 
States now iu the Senate who were elected by the 
union of the opposition with that portion of the 
Democracy who thought they were “at least bet- 
ter Democrats than their Abolitionist competitors.’ - 
The Democracy of the country has had much ex- 
perience in this poliCv of preferring the election 
of renegades rather ttau nazarding defeat with 
sound meix Are the Democracy, in the South 
especially, in view of this experience, enamored 
of the destructive policy? 

It is through this fatal policy that every congres- 
sional district iu New England has been lost to 
the Democratic party. It was by this policy that 
we lost New York in 1 S 4 S; a large portion of the 
party going off upon the Buffalo platform — a sound 
Democratic platform except upon the slavery 
question, “at least a better Democratic platform 
than that of the Whigs and Abolitionists.” We 
lost Ohio also, in the same way, and will never be 
able to regain her in fact until we shall have 
learned to ins - st upon the integrity of our faith, 
not merely on a portion, but on all its principles. 
It was the habitual pursuit of this same policy 
that so completely broke down the Whig party of 
the Union, once the haughtiest party the country 
ever saw, now the most dilapidated, abject and 
humiliated. The party which tolerates schism 
and assault from its own members will soon pave 
no principles to boast of at all. The party which 
permits defection, much more which honors and 
rewards it, in fact, conspires with its malcontents 
for its own assassination. 

At last this same policy of putting up with

The Ohio Life and Trust Company. 

The report of the assignees of the Ohio Life In- 
surance and Trnst Company has been made pub- 
lic. The footings do not afford encouragement to 
creditors. Stockholders have nothing left, and 
depositors will not realize a respectable per cent- 
age. The delay in the presentation of the report 
was unavoidable. It will be sufficient to name a 
few of the causes of the delay and embarrassment 
atteuding the investigations of the assignees.— 
Take the following for exemples: 

1. The confused condition of the book x and pa- 
pers at the agency in New York, which rendered 
it impossible to ascertain, from the books and pa- 
pers, the actual state of many of the most im- 
portant of the numerous accounts in that office, 
that is to say that many entries for large amounts 
of both debits and credits, had been entirely 
omited; that many erroneous and false entries, 
for large amounts, had been made on tbe books; 
that many of the securities held at tbe office as 
collaterals to loans, had been separated from the 
obligations, to secure which they were held, and 
again pledged to secure money borrowed, in some 
cases in tbe name of the company, not only with- 
out the knowledge or authority of the Trustees, 
but against their express instructions. Also, that 
a large amount of the bills and Dotes forwarded 
by correspondents for collection only, bad been 
pledged in the same way. Of these transactions, 
the books and papers afforded no reliable evidence, 
and, so far as they related to parties with whom 
the company had accounts, required the inter- 
change of full transcripts of the accounts, and a 
comparison of tbe items, to reconcile the dis- 
crepancies. This required much time. In some 
cases, the request of & transcript has been met 
with neglect, and in others, by a refusal to for- 
ward an v account. Much time was required to ob- 
tain detailed accounts from correspondents. Re- 
peated claims for the credit of items omitted, of 
tbe correctness of which no evidence was found, 
also occasioned delay and embarrassment All 
the books and papers in the office of the New 
York agency were in tbe custody of the sheriff', 
held under numerous attachment suits, requiring 
the examination by the assignees to be conducted 
with his permission, and under his supervision 
aud that of his deputies. 

2. A very large number of law suits bod been 
commeuccd, immediately after the suspension, 
against the company, in varions places in the 
States of New York, Ohio, Virginia, Kentucky, 
and Indiana, and in the cities of Boston, Hartford, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, St. Louis, Nashville, snd 
New Orleans, lu these suits each plaintiff' hoped, 
by attaching the credits of tbe Trust Company, to 
secure to himself full payment, and tbe suits have 
been vigorously prosecuted for the attainment of 
that object. The suits required attention and 
time. Some of them have been terminated, and 
a considerable amount of assets have been reclaim- 
ed for tbe general creditors, but a large portion 
of them, still undecided, are subject to tbe “law’s 
delay.” The expenses attending this litigation, 
will reduce the amount of the assets in dispute, 
whether the decisions apply them to the attach- 
ing creditors, or to the general fund. 

The causes above enumerated will account for 
the delay in making even the imperfect statement 
now presented, and show why it is impossible, at 
this time, to make a settlement of the trust 

The assignees may never be able to ascertain 
the exact truth connected with the property cov- 
ered by the assignment, but os soon os these vexa- 
tious law-suits are determined, and the assignees 
can convert the assets under their control, they 
will be able to close up the trust 

The figures which represent the value of the 
stocks, bonds, and doubtful debts, rest on mere 
estimates of value, and these assets, may when 
converted, realize more or less than the estimates. 
Some of these will bring more now than they 
would have brought had a sale b«eu forced at an 
earlier period. The assignees have taken steps 
to enforce the collection of bills receivable, and to 
place the other securities in condition to be dis- 
posed of as opportunities mar offer without too 
great a sacrifice.
